-was a fast and unbeaten two-year-old and has 
every right to succ?ss in the stud. 

With reference to the report that a deputation 
from the Irish Turf Club will shortly wait ui»ou 
Mr. Runciman in counection with a proimsed limita- 
tion of racing in Ireland, the Keei»er of the Match 
Book ir. Ireland is authority for stating that there 
is no truth in the rumor. 

On the appeal of the Lady Master, Mrs. Inge, 
five servants of the Atherstone Hunt have lK*en 
granted six months’ exemption from military ser- 
vice. A letter from the Avar office stated that the 
director of remounts was seriously concerned about 
the maintenance of hunts, as hunting was necessary 
to encourage breeding and raising light horses for 
cavalry work. — Ix>ndon Times. 

RICH STAKE RACES FOR NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orleans, La., October 21. — The directors of 
the New Orleans Business Men’s Racing Association, 
after a WMifereuce with Joseph A. Murphy, racing 
manager and presiding Judge, today decided to in- 
crease the stake races to fifteen for the coming 
meeting and to add from $2,000 to $4,000 for each 
of these races. This, it is believed, ^11 attract 
all the crack horses that have raced on the Northern 
tracks. 



I.«itonia, Ky., October 21. — The Latonia Cup, at 
tAvo miles and ;i quarter, 1ms the distinction this 
year of lK*ing the first American cup race in Avliich 
the fields Avill be composed of stars of this coun- 
try and foreign lands. This race, Avhich is the 
chief feature stake of the present autumu meet- 
ing. has lK*t*n set to Ik* run on the aftenioon of 
Satuni.iy, Octolmr 28, the date which marks the 
wiml up of racing in Kentucky in 1916. 

Tlicre lias not lK*en in many years a pros- 
lM*ctive field of starters in a long-«Iistaiice nice 
that, on paiM*r, appeared more attractive than the 
Latoni.-i Cup d«M*s this fall. No less than four of 
the most probable sKirters have all aa'ou good races 
ill this country, as Avell as abroad, these ’oeing 
Star IlaAvk, Fair Mae, Boots and Killanna.^ 

Star HaAvk Avas a double stake winner in England 
as a two-year-old in 1915 and in this country 
this year has to his credit th»* LaAvrence Realiza- 
tion Stakes and the Louisville Cup. Avhile he also 
ran second to George Smith in the Kentucky Derby 
last spring, being only tmateii a head after ex- 
periencing all the bad luck in the running of tluit 
race. To date this season SKir llaAvk has earned 
$8,370. Star IIuAvk’s sire, Sunstar, aaoii the Tavo 
Thousand Guineas ami tho Kpsom Derb^’ in 1911. 

F.iir Mac Avon in Ireland in three years before his 
importation to this country last June and recently 
in Canada captured tlie Ontario Jockey Club Cup 
at two miles and a quarter. He is from the 
popular Galliuule lino, Avhieh the famous m:ire 
I’retty Polly made so fashionable. 

BMits was a stake winner in England and, com- 
ing back to this country, has made a remarkable 
record this year. In his last six starts he has aaoii 
fiA'c good races and earned so far this year a 
total of $12,280. While bred in America, having 
been foaled at the Elinendorf Stud of the late 
J. B. Haggin in Kentm ky, his sire Hessian is 
entirely of imisirted blood and his dam Little 
FloAver is by Star Ruby. The latter Avon the Thorn- 
ton Stakes at Bay District, San Francisco, in 1896, 
running four miles in 7:23%. Star Riibj' is a half- 
brother to the remarkable mare Sceptre, wliich Avon 
tlie One Thousand Guineas, Two Thousand Guineas, 
Oaks and St. Ii«*ger and earned during her turf 
can*er a total of $203,908, a record for turf iK*r- 
formers of her sex. . 

Killaiina won some good races abroad and m Ken- 
tucky this fall has Avon at a mile and an eighth 
in 1:51% and ran third in the Louisville C^up, 
two miles, and second in the Kentucky St. I^eger, 
two miles and a quarter. 

Both Boots and Star Hawk are owned by the 
California turfman A. K. Mucomber, Avhile the 
eastern turfman Grant Hugh Browne owns Fair 
Mac, and Killanna belong to the Kentucky turfman 
E. R. Bradley. ^ ^ ^ ^ 

Some other high-class horses of American breed- 
ing will be almost sure to go to the post in this 
event the coming Saturday. Among these worthy 
of special mention are Hodge, Embroidery, Pif Jr. 
and Rancher. 

Hodge has, during his career on the turf, won 
the Louisville Cup at two miles, the Clark Uandi-

NEW YORK BREEDING BUREAU RESULTS. 

New York’s Farmer Breeders Delighted with the 
Product of Their Mares. 

The nninial fair of Livingston County, held at 
Avon, New York, reeently, demonstrates to the 
fnlh‘st that The Jockey Club’s Breeding Bureau is 
is destiiKMl to prove a tremendous success in the 
Iiroductiou of guinl horses in the Empire State, and 
particularly in the region of the Genessee V’alley. 
There were thirteen breeding classes adjudged by 
Messrs. If. V. Colt of Geneseo, G. L. Stryker of 
Derby and C. J. FitzC.ernld of New Y'ork, with 
five thousand enthusiastic fanners and horse dealers 
looking on. The nnaninious opinion was exjiressed 
that in at least two of the classes, those for wean- 
lings and yearlings, no comp«*titiou of eiiiial merit 
has evi*r been seen in any show-ring of this country. 

When The Jix-key Club inaugurated its breeding 
bureau, some thirteen years ago, and distributed 
stallions of size ami quality in various eounties 
throughout the Stati*, with the ultimate object of 
improving the genenil horse product, the venture 
did not meet with the success it desen’cd. It was 
not until such enthusiasts as Mr. and Mrs. Herbert 
Wadsworth, Major W. Austen Wadsworth. Henry 
and Janies Colt, S. J. Macy, N. C. Shiverick, Wil- 
liam Littauer and others in the valley lent their 
aitive eo-oiMwation that the jiroject assumid an 
aspect wliii'h was encouraging in the extreme. 

Ever sinee the elder Wadsworth had the noted 
trolting stallion, Henry Cl:iy, in the stud in the 
virinity of (Jeiieseo, and I’lionias Ilitclicock and 
llerlM’rt Wadsworth sent such splendid si>ecimcns 
of the thoroughbred ;is Barrett. Iiy Bonnie Scot- 
land. and Otis, by Uncas, into the region, gi>od 
horses have lK*en proilii.-ed in the valley. It w’as 
only natur.'il that when sires of the tyi>e of Wonder 
Boy, GiKidrieh. Shot Gun. .Spring. Merry Task and 
Otis were placinl that hunters and saddle horses 
would be ]u’odn<*ed wliieli would go out into the 
world and do things to focus the attention of horse 
lovers on this region, which lias been pronounced 
the Ireland of America lM*vanse of the quality of 
the heavyweight half-breds reared in this locality. 

There were twenty- five Aveanlings in the oixm 
class for foals hy stallions of the Bri‘eding Bureau, 
and a most interesting spectacle they made when 
paraded in the ring by the side of their dams, 
wliicli were of varying types, from the three- 
quarter bred to the mare of mixed trotting and 
draught lineage. Tlie winning youngster was a 
filly of rare size and quality from the Ashaiitee 
Stud by Otis — Badinage, by Margrave. Second 
premium was the portion of a lusty gray filly by 
Wonder Boy out of a mare hy Goodrich, the next 
dam by a Perclieron, while tliird honors went to 
a handsome gelding by Shot Gun out of a three- 
quarter-br»Ml mare from Homestead, the beautiful 
home of Major Wadswortli at Geneseo. 

None of the Ashante(* pioduets weie shown in the 
speeial classes for prizes offered by that organiza- 
tion, it being Mrs. Wadsworth’s thought that the 
lireeding interests would be b«*st served by leaving 
these oi»en to tlie bon:i fide farmers in the valley. 
There was great joy in <*onse<iuence among the old 
breeders who have to deinuid ui»on grades for their 
matron supply when :i colt bj* Wonder Boy out of a 
dam of mixed standard bred :ind I’erclieron breeding 
was adjudged not only tlie best foal in the special 
class open to all youngsters by brt‘eding bureau 
sires, but also for tlie $50 award for foals by 
Wonder Boy. Tliis colt was a decided improve- 
ment on his mother in every respect, having great 
length of rein and more quality at every imint. He 
w’as not foaled until late in July, but there was 
every evidence that he would develop into a high- 
class hunter at maturity. 

The yearling competition brought out nineteen ex- 
cellent si>eeiinens of the half-bred, and Mr. Colt, 
Avho is an aekiiow'ledged exiiert, said there were at 
least a half dozen that could win in any country. 
Tlie blue w*ent to a handsome chestnut filly by 
Hipiiodrome out of a mare by Otai, while second 
place w*as the iiortion of a stahvart gelding by the 
same sire out of a dam by a Perclieron sire w'ith 
the next dam thoroughbred. The filly w*as bred at 
the Ashantee Stud and is one of the most highly 
prized youngsters that has ever come from that 
farm. The gelding is owned by S. J. Macey, w*ho 
thinks he has a budding champion in the sturdy 
white -faced yearling w hich had a peculiar attraction 
for the farmers because of his breeding on the 
dam’s side, tjiere being quite a number of high- 
class grade Perclieron mares in the valley. 

Several ow’ners of these mares announced their 
determination of breeding to Bureau sires, which 
would suit their mares to perfection, judging by 
w’hat Hippodrome has done for them. In this con- 
nection it was remarked that Mr. Edward McLean’s 
celebrated heavy w’eight hunter. Alarm, was bred 
in exactly this way, and if they could secure a 
hunter of anything like his type they would feel 
more than compensated. 

In the broodmare class, foals, to be (Minsidered 
as well as the dams, first prize went to a handsome 
mare by Beau Gallant, a horse raced some years 
ago with considerable success by the then Tam- 
many chieftain, Richard Croker. Her foal, which 
had considerable quality, was by Jubilee, the son 
of Compute, which stood in the valley for a short 
period. The gray mare by Goodrich out of the Per- 
cheron dam was considered the best of the others, 
with third honors going to a sturdy half-bred from 
Mr. Austin Wadsw*orth’s Homestead. 

There w*ere seven stallions paraded in competi- 
tion for breeding bureau size. All were in perfect 
condition, with the exception of Arabo, which was 
a trifle low in flesh. They made an imposing ar- 



ray and attracted a great do.nl of attention. The 
gigantic Wonder Boy, wlikii stand'< 17.1 3 4 liands 
and weighs l.d.K) pounds, caught tlie eyes of imiiiy 
of the fanners, for thire is still truth in the sav- 
ing that “a fjiriner loves a big liorse.” Wiiile 
tiie gigantic son of Watercress lias diunonst rated 
sterling qualities as a sire, lie diM*s not is*sscsses 
the refinement of some of the otiiers, and he, as 
w*eil as Shot (Jun, Otis and Arabo. were passed 
over in favor of Square Deal, Estimator and Merry 
Task, whiidi were placed in tiie order iiaiiied. 

Square D«*al is a iiewc-omer in tiie lireedlng bu- 
reau, as is also Estimator, iiotii iiaviiig Ixa-a do- 
nated during tiie past summer. Tiie former is a .son 
of tlie St. Simon liorse Simini Square, and it would 
lie difficult to find fault witii Iiim as a sire of 
hunters. He has a splendid slioulder and the sliort- 
est of l>aeks, wliile ids lioiie is extr.iordinary for ids 
weight. He was inure restive tlian some of the 
otlier stallions, and later on may show some of tlie 
St. Simon temper, luit it is certain he is destined 
to have ids impress on tlie liorse product in tlie 
valley. 

Estimator, whieli is only three yenrs old, was 
w’eiglied tlie idglit Ndore tlie show and tipiM-d tlie 
scales at 1,20s iKuinds. A big-liodied horse on short 
legs, and with the finest of dispositions, be ciinnot 
fail to be a siiecessfiil sire. He is a double Han- 
over, being by King Hanover, while his tiain. Es- 
tiiii.'ite, is b.v Compute, a son of the great Dwyer 
cliampioii, whose blood is .so highly esteemed 1 k»Ui 
here and abroad. Third prize was aw;irded to 
Merry Task, by Octagon out of Merry Hanqdon, b.v 
Jlaniptoii. a most engaging type, but not iM.ssessing 
the museuliidty that is looked for in great stmk 
horses. ]Merry Task will uiidonhtedly play his part 
in the valle.v. 

The ex<*elleiice of the Hippodrome youngsters w'as 
eoiiimented uihui widely. There were four yearlings 
by him that would Is- hard to Isnit anywiiere. It 
W'as the liiqw' of the Ashantee people w'heii the 
Keene Jiorses were sold that llipisMlrome would 
find a iMrmaiieiit home at Avon, luit Priee Mc- 
Kinney outbid them for tlie son of Coniiiiaiido. 
When he learned of tlie eagerness of the .Vsliantee 
organization to iMisse.ss the horse, like the good 
siKirtsnian he is, he loaned lliiipodroiiie to them 
for a year, and the Idood <»f this highest typi* of 
thorouglibrcd development as evolved by the late 
Major Daingerfield, will breed on through the 
daughters he has left in this vicinity. It is in- 
teresting in this connection to note that llip)H»- 
drome is the only one of the Keene horses that 
has ever lieeii bn*d to cold-blooded riiares. 

Nothing the Jockey Club has undertaken in eoiiiiee- 
tion with their breeding bureau has givmi quite tlie 
satisfaction nor made as luaii.v friends for raring, 
as tlie plaeiiig of a numlM‘r of mares of the proper 
tyiie in this distrii t under the care of the Genessee 
Valley Breeders As-sociation. an organization which 
was formed by Mrs. Wadsworth, .\. C. Shiverick, 
and a nuiulH*r of tlie most progressive farmers and 
' horse breeders of the valley l:ist winter. 

Upwards of thirty mares were donated hy public 
spiriteil citizens, or acquired by piirchasi* by Mr. 
F. K. Sturgis, chairman of the br<‘ediiig bureau, 
and these are all now safely in foal to the stallions 
of the valley. The farmer has the use of the mare 
when she is not actively engaged in tlie duties of 
motherhood, and the fact that he owns the result- 
ing foal carries its own appeal. Mrs. Wadsworth 
said a few d:i3'S ago that she liad uppllcatioiis for 
more than twenty additional mares and has no 
fear they will not be forthcoming in due time. 



THE MANNER OF COLT SCEPTRE’S SON IS. 



At New’market, October 3, the three-year-old colt 
Grosveiior won the (Ireat Foal Stakes, at a mile 
and a quarter, and great was the rejoh-ing in some 
quarters. Grosvenor is a sun of the grand mare 
Sceptre and his victory led “The Siiecial Commis- 
sioner’’ to say in London Sportsman of the next da.v. 
“The most interesting race of today was for the 
Great Foal Stakes. The Manton people declared 
for Escoml), hy Challacombe — Escalade, though on 
what grounds he was preferred to the lengthy, 
pow'erful Grosvenor I do not know, and there must 
have been a conflict of opinion on tlie subject, for 
Grosvenor w*as ivell backed at 6 to 1. 1 under- 

stand that this son of Cicero and Sceptre did not 
seem to stay any too w*ell in his recent long-dis- 
tance gallop at home, but that one cun well under- 
stand, for he is still backw*ard and with an immense 
frame, but u race like that of today will have 
brought him on no end. He blew hard after it, 
and may be a bit thick-w’inded after the manner 
of his d.nm, which could always be passed sound 
Avheu clean wound up, as on doubt Grosvenor needs 
to be. He is built a good deal on Sceptre’s lines, 
W’ith much of her character in his head. His hind 
(]uarters and legs c*ould not be bettered, and his 
fore-legs are as goo<l as his dam’s, w’hich is not 
to say that the.v are iierfection. Mr. Tattersall 
was iiatm*ally w’cll pleased to win this good race 
with a colt of his own breeding, and that, too, out 
of Sc<*ptre, w'hich I expect he is sorry he sold to 
Mr. Musker, together with her daughter. Curia, 
some time ago. Mr. Musker lias mated Sceptre 
W’ith Glenesky, and, of course, he has a perfect 
right to do what he likes with his ow*n. As to 
Grosvenor, which w’on in really commanding style 
today from his stable companion, Escomb, with 
Atheling, which conceded fifteen pounds, third, no 
decision whether he will start for the Jockey (’liib 
Stakes will be arrived at until tomorrow*, but if he 
has fed up and pulls out all right I should think 
he is sure to run, for he evidently takes after 
his dam a great deal, and in her case a race on 
more than one occasion brought her on about four- 
teen pounds at least. Who does not remember how 
she blew like a grampus at Goodw’ood after being 
beaten, and then won in a canter the next afternoon 
after having done a strong gallop that morning? 
From hip to roundbone Grosvenor has the Omioude 
formation, but he is a lengthier horse than Ormonde 
and stands on a shorter leg.”
